‘No  Chore,’  Teacher  Says 
Of  Lons  Service  in  Area

For  32  years,  Mrs.  Ada  Ger- 
ner Has  been  teaching  Jefferson 
Township  children  reading,  writ- 
ing and  arithmetic.  It’s  been  no 
chore,  for  Mrs.  Gerner  "likes 
children.”  It's  a good  thing  too, 
for  in  her  35  years  of  teaching, 
she  has  helped  over  1,400  pupils 
on  the  way  towards  a good  edu- 
cation. 

She  has  seen  little  ones  start 
in  school  frightened  and  bewild- 
ered and  seen  them  grow  to 
adulthood,  marry  and  now  she's 
teaching  their  children.  But  now 
her  years  of  school  are  coming 
to  an  end,  for  when  school  closes 
in  Jefferson  Township  this  year, 
Mrs.  Gerner  will  retire. 

There  never  was  any  question 
in  her  mind  as  to  what  she  was 
going  to  do.  Her  mother  wanted 
her  to  be  a teacher,  and  no  sac- 
rifice was  too  great  to  help  her 
on  her  way. 

When  Mrs.  Gerner,  then  Miss 
Ada  Welsh,  graduated  from 
eighth  grade  in  Jefferson  Town- 
ship, country  children  just  didn't 
go  to  high  school.  But  Miss 
Welsh  walked  the  four  miles  to 
Saxonburg  for  two  summers, 
where  she  was  tutored  by  Ed- 
ward Knoch. 

She  qualified  for  entrance  to 
Slippery  Rock  Normal  School  as 
it  was  then  known,  and  worked 
three  years  for  her  teaching  cer- 
tificate. 

Slippery  Rock  lacked  the 
many  advantages  it  now 
has,  and  when  it  came  to  prac- 
tice teaching,  Miss  Welsh  did 
that  in  an  abandoned  house 
which  substituted  for  the  Slip- 


pery Rock  Public  School  which 
had  burned. 

After  she  graduated  in  1900, 
Miss  Welsh  was  given  a job  by 
Joseph  Hinchberger  teaching  the 
one-room  Hinchberger  School  in 
East  Butler. 

After  teaching  for  three  years 
romance  entered  into  her  life, 
and  Miss  Welsh  became  Mrs. 
Gerner. 

For  19  years,  Mrs.  Gerner  was 
a housewife,  except  for  a brief 
period  during  World  War  1 when 
she  helped  alleviate  the  teacher 
shortage.  The  Gerners  have  one 
daughter,  Gladys,  now  Mrs.  Carl 
Haller,  of  Natrona  Heights. 

However,  in  1933,  Mr.  Gerner 
died  and  his  wife  and  daughter 
went  to  live  with  her  brother, 
Clarence,  on  the  old  family 
homestead  in  Jefferson  Town- 
ship, and  Mrs.  Gerner  went  back 
to  her  old  love,  teaching. 

She  has  taught  all  grades  and 
in  all  Jefferson  Township 
Schools  — Crawford,  Heller, 
Great  Belt  and  Jefferson  Center 
All  these  schools  are  now  just 
memories,  as  are  the  days  of  a 
teacher  being  a janitor,  caretak- 
er and  general  flunky. 

Mrs.  Gemer’s  last  teaching 
years  were  spent  in  the  modern 
consolidated  school  building, 
where  teaching  is  made  a great 
deal  easier  by  improved 
methods,  and  conveniences. 
Visual  aids  have  been  a great- 
help  in  recent  years,  Mrs.  Ger- 
ner feels,  as  have  improved 
plants. 


Mrs.  Gerrter’s  love  of  teaching 
was  passed  on  to  her  daughter, 
who  also  taught  before  her  mar- 
riage in  Jefferson  Township  as 
well  as  in  Mt.  Lebanon.  For  sev- 
eral years  after  her  marriage, 
Mrs.  Haller  was  a teacher  in 
Harrison  Township. 

But  although  Mrs.  Gerner 
loves  to  teach,  she  is  looking  for- 
ward to  doing  the  many  things 
for  which  she  has  never  had 
time.  Next  winter,  instead  of  the 
’classroom,  it  will  be  Florida,  the 
land  of  sunshine  for  Mrs.  Ger- 
ner who  richly  deserves  a rest. 

She  will  be  missed  by  her  stu- 
dents and  her  fellow  teachers 
jut  her  voice  will  still  echo  in 
|he  classroom  where  she  taught 
ior  so  many  years.
